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PEEFACE 



In presenting to the Fellowa of the Royal Historical Society this 
second volume of the ' Collectanea Anglo-PremonatratenBia,' a few 
general remarks appear to be called for by way of introduction. 
As explained in the Preface to the previous volume, the example 
of the antiquary Peck has been followed in dealing with the docu- 
ments of the PremonstrateiiBian Register contained in Ashmole 
MS. 1619, at the Bodleian Library, Oxford. Peck's transcriptB in 
Additional MS. 4934, at the British Museum, had been arranged 
by him under two main headings of ' Generalia ' and ' Specialia ' ; 
and for the convenience of those desiring to refer to these col- 
lections, the documents contained in Bishop Redman's Register 
(Ashmole MS. 151!l) were treated in the same way, being amalga- 
m ated with those collected by Peck, The first class, ' Generalia,' 
or documents concerned with the general administration of the 
Order in England, were printed in the first volume of these 
' Collectanea,' and have been for some time in the members' 
hands. 

In this second volume is now printed the first portion of the 
' Specialia," or collection of documents relating to the individual 
houses of the Premonstratensians, arranged alphabetically. These 
papers are printed in chronological order, and to make the whole 
more complete a reference has been given in its proper place to 
any document previously printed in Vol. I., which has relation 
also to the history of any individual house. Thus, to take an 
example, No. 187 of this volume refers to No. 100 of Vol. I., 
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as a docameot relating to the Abbey of Abiwick, since by it 
Bishop Redman appoints March 12, 1481, to visit the community 
by proxy at the Carmelite Honse at Newcastle-on-Tyne. It has 
been found impossible to print in this volume much more than 
about one-half of the material available for the section of 
' Specialia ' ; and the remaining portion, with the index, has been 
reserved for a third and concluding volume of these ' Collectanea.' 

The following is a list of the Premonstratensian houses treated 
of in the present part: St. Agatha's or Easby (164-182) 
Alnwick (183-200); Barlings (201-219); Beauchief (220-247) 
Begham or Bayham (248-260) ; Bileigh or Maldon (261-270) 
Blanchland, or Alba Landa (271-290); Brodholm (291-292) 
Cockersand (293-309) ; Coverham (310-828) ; Croxton (329-849) ; 
Dale or Stanley Park (350-371) ; Dodford (872) ; Durford (373- 
388); Eggleston (389-411); Hagneby (412-427); Hales Owen 
(428-448) ; Hornby (a cell of Croxton) ; Irford (449). 

In relation to these nineteen English Premonstratensian houses, 
the two hundred and eighty-six documents here printed, nearly all 
for the first time, afford much new information. The lists of the 
abbots of the various establishments, for example, have been 
increased by many additional names furnished by them. In this 
regard it has been thought useful to prefix to the various sections, 
containing the papers relating to the abbeys, as complete a list of 
the superiors as it has been possible to compile. The preparation 
of these was undertaken for me by Dom H. N. Birt, and it has 
taken up much of his time and entailed considerable labour. In 
each case reference is made to the original authority upon which 
the name is given. For those depending upon the charters in the 
British Museum, I have to thank especially Mr. J. A. Herbert, of 
the Department of MSS., who kindly assisted me in this matter. 
In the references which depend upon the documents printed in this 
collection, there are given simply the numbers of the documents. 
Thus to take an example : in the first list — that of St. Agatha's — 
the name of William Ellerton will be found under the dates 1478- 



1492, and the references are stated as Nos. 62, 174., 73, 175. 
These are the nambers of the documents printed either in the first 
volume of the ' Collectanea Anglo-Premonstratensia ' or in this. 

The papers printed in this ' Specialia ' section are mainly liata 
of the canons in the several honses at various dates from 1178 t« 
1500, and records of Bishop Redman's visitations during the same 
periods. In this present volume there are in all some 112 visita- 
tions of abbeys, and about the same number of lists of canons. 
The Commissary of the Abbot of Pr^montrS was supposed to make 
the inspection ,or visitation of the English houses regularly every 
three years. Bishop Redman was appointed bo that office in 1478. 
He was of course himself a member of the Order, and although he 
had been consecrated bishop of St. Asapb in 1471, he continued 
to bold office in the Order as Abbot of Shap, to which he had been 
chosen in 145d. It was therefore as Abbot Commissary of the 
Abbot General, and not in any way as a bishop, that Bishop Red- 
man acted as Visitor of the English Province. When, in November 
1497, in the regular course of his triennial visitations, he had 
to come to the abbey of Torre, the bishop was in some difficulty, 
because the previous year he had been translated from St. Asaph 
to Exeter, in which diocese the abbey of Torre was situated. He 
consequently took occasion to regularise his position by declaring 
that he visited the monastery ' not by virtue of any authority, nor 
in virtue of hia dignity as bishop of Exeter, because he had no 
lawful right on that account.' On the first day of the visitation, 
moreover, he called in William Silk, a doctor of laws, and regis- 
tered a declaration that he was still only acting as Commissary of 
the Abbot of Pr6mootr6 and not as bishop of the diocese {No. 605), 
and this protestation he repeated at his next visitation in 1500 ; 
the object being, as he declared, to safeguard the rights and privi- 
leges of this abbey against any possible claims of his saccessors in 
the see of Exeter. 

I have said that the visitations were made regularly every three 
years. This is strictly true from 1488, the records being complete 
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for 1491, 1494, 1497, 1500, and in some cases 1503. Before 1488,. 
for some reason or other, which it is now impossible to explain, 
for the first ten years of Bishop Redman's rule as Commissary 
the visitations are somewhat irregular. Most of the houses were 
visited in 1478, the date of his appointment by the Abbot of 
Pr6montr6, and most also in 1482 ; but after that till 1488 there 
would appear to have been nothing in the way of a general visita- 
tion. Individual visitations, however, appear to have been made : 
in the year 1486, as at Goverham ; in 1485, as at Blanchland ; and 
even in 1484, as at Croxton. Previous to the time of Bishop 
Redman, only very few records of these periodical visitations are 
preserved in these registers. We have, however, notices of one or 
two special visits to some individual monastery, directed by the- 
Abbot of Pr6montre. For example : in the case of Eggleston a visi- 
tation of this kind in 1281-2 is printed in this volume (No. 390). 
In the same way two such visits made to Beauchief, one in 1472 
and one in 1475, are printed as Nos. 227, 228, and 229 ; the only 
other early record of this nature in the present part being a portion 
of a visitation held at Begham in 1472 (No. 248). 

Before passing on to consider the general story of the life of the 
Premonstratensian canons in the last quarter of the fifteenth 
century as it is recalled to us in these visitation documents, it may 
be well, perhaps, to deal briefly with the information afibrded to u& 
by the various lists of canons, which were compiled originally for 
the use of the visitor. The great variety of the spelling of proper 
names makes it probable that the visitor's associate and secretary^ 
Richard Bedall, prior of his monastery of Shap, took down the 
proper names as he heard them. Instances of this are to be found 
in almost every list : Thomas Welus of Begham in 1472 becomes 
Willes in 1478, Willans in 1488, and Willus in 1491 ; so at 
Beauchief : Thomas Peton in 1475 becomes Ponton in 1478, Peyton 
in 1482, Patone in 1494, and Peptone in 1500. 

The lists here printed illustrate very well the usual custom in 
mediasval religious houses of calling their subjects by the name of 



the place from which they came. Thus, for instance, in the list of 
Oockersaud (308), we have Lancaster, Preston, Chatburn, Banks, 
Ponlton, Kirkbj, -Singleton, Bowland, Kelet — that is, almost half 
the community called by names of places in the county of Lan- 
caster, in which the abbey was situated. So, too, in the long list 
of twenty-nine canons of Croxton (338) the gresttT portion of the 
names — that is, eighteen — can be identified as place-names in 
counties situated nearest to the abbey. In the same way, among 
the abbots of Egglestou, considerably more than half of those who 
were known by more than their Christian names used place-names 
in Yorkshire, in which county the abbey was aitnated. In some 
instances, one list will give the place-names and another the I'eal 
surname; but this can generally be identified only in the case of 
those religious who liave Christian names rarely used. Thus in 
the convent of Dale the Ralph Stanton, nov'ice and sacrist in MSB 
(364), can certainly be identified as the Ralph Makerelle, deacon 
and sacrist three years later, in 1491, and as the ali'i-s Porter of 
subsequent lists. So, too, at Durford the names of William 
London and Tliomas London appear in the community in 1475 
(377); these in 1478 are clearly William Tavenier and Thomas 
Hill (380). Between this and the next catalogue of the religious 
in 1488, a great sickness appears to have devastated the house. 
Tlie name of William Taverner of London has disappeared to- 
gether with others, and a note is appended to the short list of six 
names stating that ' the rest are dead ' (382). 

In the same way, from a comparison of these lists, it is sonie- 
times possible to supply a name, surname or Christian name. 
I'hus the Oliver who appears as a priest at Barlings in 1488 (209) 
is cerUinly the Oliver Hudilatone of 1497 and 1500 (214, 215), 
and as he is also called Oliver Kirkby in 1494 (213), it may be 
almost certainly assumed that he was Oliver Hudilstone, who 
came from Kirkby in Lincolnshire, five miles from Market Rasen, 
in which county, of course, the abbey of Barlings was situated. 
Sometimes in these lists the names almost suggest that the 
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influence of one canon has probably, brought another, or others, to 
religion and to his special house. Thus, at Begham, where the 
subprior, afterwards the abbot, was Richard of Bexley in Kent, the 
sacristan in 1491 was Thomas of Greenwich ; and a novice, who 
however apparently did not persevere, was at the same date a 
certain Thomas of Deptford. 

The catalogues of names also frequently tell us incidentally 
much about the prosperity or decay of the various houses during 
more than a quarter of a century. Speaking generally, the 
evidence of these lists goes to prove that there was no falling off 
in the numbers of religious at the close of the fifteenth century. 
Indeed, allowing for natural fluctuation, the numbers remained 
about the same all through this period. This bears out the verdict 
passed by Dr. Jessopp in regard to the Norwich religious houses 
about this same time. ' The reader [of the visitations] will be 
surprised,' he writes, * to find that there is very little indication of 
any falling off in the number of the inmates of the religious 
houses. ... As far as the evidence contained in the records we 
have before us in the following pages carries us, there is no sign of 
any serious falling off in the supply of candidates in the East 
Anglian religious houses.' ^ This is exactly true in regard to the 
Premonstratensian house of West Dereham, in Norfolk, which, 
being an exempt house, was not included in the set of * Episcopal 
Visitations ' edited by Dr. Jessopp for the Camden Society. The 
first and last list show practically the same number of canons' 
names, and although there was apparently a decrease in numbers 
for a short time about 1488, this from the nature of the lists is not 
quite certain ; and whether it was so or not, the previous numbers 
were equalled at the beginning of the sixteenth century. The 
general lesson to be gained from the numerous lists here published, 
in regard to the common opinion at this period about the religious 
life, is that there is no evidence of the unpopularity of that mode 
of life or of any decline in the number of those embracing it.

' At periods, aod for certain special reasons of poverty and such 
like, the numbers in some of the smaller Premonstratensian houses 
declined to very small proportions, but one of the chief efforts of 
the visitor, in these rare instances, was to oblige the abbot to secure 
an immediate increaee in the number of his subjects— a very 
difficult matter to accomplish, but which was at once attempted 
loyally, as there is evidence to show. Thus, to take once more the 
case of Dnrford, always a small community. In 1482 Bishop 
Redman found that nearly nil the brethren — (he says ' all,' but the 
abbot and two other canons survived) — had been carried away by 
the plague, and that the work of the house was necessarily at a 
standstill. The visitor exhorted the abbot, Robert Kypping, to 
take couri^ and try to gather together again a working com- 
munity (881), but by 1488 not much had been accomplished, as 
the list shows only five names including the abbot, with the note 
above referred to — ' the rest are dead.' The visitor again made a 
strong representation to the abbot (382), with the result that the 
nest list iu 1491 (384) shows that five novices had joined the 
community, although it is probable that two of their number 
were but youths, since they are still named as novices in 1500 
(388). 

From many cases it appears that the time of trial for the 
novices was frequently of considerable length. Thus at Alnwick, 
in 1488 the community consisted of three-and- twenty, of whom 
seven are named as novices under a master called William Felton. 
In 14&1 the same seven are still called ' novices' (196), and only 
in the list of 1497 are they— or rather six of them, for one has 
disappeared-— entered as the last of the priests, and a fresh six 
appear as novices (198). On the other hand, at times, no doubt, 
when there was a great need in the house for a good man and 
such an one was discovered among the newly professed, a subject 
was quickly promoted. In this way, at Eggleston, one William 
Westerdale, the last in the community in 1478 (399), appears as 
aubprior ten years later (403). Tie rapid promotion was evidently 



jssdfiol. suQoe he sooo^eded as abbot fome time between 1491 and 
1497 (♦•>9>. 

Somedmes, with the help <j( ibetie lists, it is interesting to 
follow the career <jf ooe who was nltimatelf diosen abbot. To 
take a couple of examples : in 1494 Richard Nottingham appears 
for the first time as abbot of Dale (369). In the first list we 
possess, that of 1475, he iis set down as ' cantor' (3«>6) ; in 1478 
he holds the oSice of 'circa^^/ or guardian of the religions 
obsenranoes of the abbey (Z^j9) ; foar jears later he is sabprior 
(361). In 1488, however, he has left the house, and is gaining 
experience of outside w^yrk Wi %'icar of Heanor, near Belper (364), 
which office he held till called liack to rule his house as abbot some 
time before 1494. Again, take the case of Croxton : in 1475 the 
name of Ilelias Kherwood appears in a low place among the priests 
(333), in 1482 he is subprior, and three jears later prior of the 
cell of Hornby. In 1491 he is elected abbot of Croxton under 
the name of KUas Attercliffe (343), he being called in the list of 
the community at that date, Helias Hatersatage (345). 

An unusual and a somewhat curious piece of information is 
afforded in the list of the community of Dodford Priory, a cell of 
Hales Owen, 'iliere were, in 1505, at the election of Edmund 
Grayne, prior of Hornby, as abbot of Hales Owen, a prior and ten 
professed canons at the cell of Dodford, and against their names in 
the list (372) is set the name of the canon for whom they gave 
their votes, no doubt merely as a preliminary, since apparently 
only the prior was present at the actual election, which was con- 
ducted not by voting, but per modum inspirationisy or acclamation. 
However, it is of interest to see that, in this preliminary voting at 
Dodford, the prior and three others gave their suffrages to a canon 
of their own house, Ilicbard Hay, of Hampton, vicar of Clent, 
whilst the subprior and five others nominated the prior of Hornby, 
Edmund Grayne, who was subsequently chosen, and whose name 
first appears as the last but one in the community of Croxton in 
1484 (340) ; but who was already vicar of Melling in 1488 (341),. 



and succeeded Elias AtterclifFe at Hornby, on the latter'a election 
as abbot of Croxtoti in 1491. 

Another point that may be mentioiied, aa illustrated by the liatB 
of abbeya, is the time naually taken to prepare a novice and to pass 
him through the varions grades of holy orders preparatory to the 
priesthood. There does not appear to have been any very definite 
rule in the matter, and the time varied in different houses, partly 
according to the need of the individual abbey for subjects, partly, 
no doubt, according to the degree of preparation the subject had 
undergone before his entry into religion. The example of Hales 
Owen may be taken as iliustrative of the information accorded to 
us by the lists here printed. In 1488 (410) there were four 
novices at the abbey, who possibly may have entered the novitiate 
a year or so before this date. In the nest list for 1491 (442) one 
of these novices had become a priest, two had been made deacons, 
and the remaining one was not yet in sacred orders. In 1494 
(444) the two deacons were the last two of the priests ; the fourth 
novice of 1488, who had now been at least six years in the Order, 
had been advanced only to the diaconate. At this same time three 
others, who had been noted as being ' acolytes' three years before 
(1491), had moved np one step and are now set down as sub- 
deacons. The same list shows that one norice of three years' 
-Standing had received the minor orders, but that three others were 
still novices unordaiiied. 

A second example may be cited in the case of Barlings, where 
in 1494 four novices are said to have been lately tonsured in the 
Order (213). In 1497 they are still novices (214), and in 1500 
three of them are still only deacons, the fourtli apparently having 
failed in the trial. It would appear, therefore, that something like 
six to eight years was the time generally devoted to the training of 
their subjects among the Premonstratensians, and further that their 
.students were frequfjntly kept many years in the novitiate before 
being allowed to bind themselves to the Order by any life vows. 

Besides the visitation documents of Bishop Redman, a few 
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earlier documents, chiefly known through Peck's transcripts, are 
printed among the records of the various houses to which they 
belong. To some of them we may now refer. A good many of 
these papers relate to early elections in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries, and to difficulties in the houses which had led 
to them. Thus in the case of Beauchief, a letter written in 
English in 1461 by one of the canons, John Swyft, to the abbot 
of Welbeck, brings charges of misgovemment against his abbot 
(220). As John Swyft was at the time a prisoner for some 
ofiences, we might possibly be inclined to discount what he says 
in some degree, if we did not know something more. He, how- 
ever, declares that * the articles of things to be reformed,' made at 
the last visitation, were a dead letter, and he hints at other grave 
matters. The abbot of Welbeck, superior of the mother-house, 
thought it necessary to beg Bishop Redman to proceed at once to 
make a special visitation, as Commissary of the Abbot of Pr6- 
montr6 (221). 

The bishop-visitor acceded to the request ; in February 1462 
he went to Beauchief, and after holding an inquiry found the abbot, 
John Downham, guilty of dilapidation, incontinence, and perjury. 
Moreover, the incriminated superior, who had fled from the 
monastery in company with seven of his canons, who supported 
him, did not appear when cited. He thus added constructive 
rebellion to his other ofiences; and Bishop Bedman, having 
exhausted the regular processes of citation, deposed him from his 
office (222) and solemnly excommunicated him and those who sided 
with him (223). After this the abbot of Welbeck proceeded to 
the election of an abbot to take the place of the deposed prelate, 
and on the 27th of February, 1462, the subprior and six canons 
were chosen to elect their new superior (225). After the usual 
preliminaries their choice fell upon John Swyft, the actual writer 
of the letter which had set in motion the canonical inquiry that 
ended in John Downham's deposition (224). The election of John 
Swyft was followed, a couple of months later, by the formal 



reiiBti elation of the deposed abljot and his opioiona by the excom- 
municftted canons, by their absolution, and by their return to tbe 
obedience of the new abbot of Beanchiei' ('22(3). 

In the case of Cockersand, an early document of 1403, written 
by the abbot of Welbeck to two other EngliBh abbots of the Order, 
also deals with a case of proposed deprivation of office. Thomas 
de Burgh, the abbot, had refused to be present at two preceding 
General Chaptere, and had not ouly neglected to carry out thi^ 
ordinances passed in them, bnt had obstinately refused to do so 
when specially admonished. To answer those charges and other 
matters proved at the last visitation of his house, the abbot was to 
be cited to appear at Beauchief. He was to be duly warned that 
he would have to answer to the charge of continuing to exercise 
his office, mating use of his pontificalia and occupying his stall, 
after he had legally ceased to hold hia office through the ipso/iusio 
deposition which followed on his contumacious behaviour (294). 
Unfortunately, no other document in this case has been preserved ; 
but it would appear that the incriminated abbot must have 
succeeded in averting the judgmeut of his fellow abbots from him- 
self, as his name certainly appears later. 

Aa a document of another kind, among these early papers may 
be instanced an election record for Dale Abbey, which is dated 
August 14, ltJ32. It registers the choice of William de Horsiey, 
made on the resignation of John de Woodhouee, and as it is a good 
sample of a Premonstratensian election, it may be given at some 
length. As was generally the case in this Order, apparently, or at 
any rate in the English branch of it, the mode of election was 
that known as per modum c&in2>r<miUdL. The abbot of Newhouse, 
the mother-house of Dale, was represented by William, abbot of 
Langdon, who presided at the election, assisted by the abbot of 
Hales Owen. After the Mass of the Holy Ghost had been sung, 
the electors assembled in the chapter-house and the usual monition 
was read, warning any who might be excommunicated or sus[>ended 
to take no part in the coming ceremony. This was followed by 
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tibe pobBe TfeatBmg of tbe dbapfcer of the Premonstratensiaii 
Ktetobess tdiich dealt with the creation of abbots ; after this the 
eommimitj dadared its wish to proceed bv the method of com- 
prdfmMsntm^ which entaikd placing the actual election in the hands of 
some oolj of the canons who had been chosen for the purpose. In 
this CMe the prifio*, snbprior, and three other members of the 
commnnitj were selected, and all promised that they would receive 
whomaocwer these electors might, within a certain limited number 
of hoars, make cbcoce of as their superior. After much consulta- 
tion, the chosen electors, seeing that their votes would almost 
certainly &11 upon one of their own number, William de Horsley, 
this canon was asked to retire from the place of their meeting in 
order that his fitneas might be freely discussed by the remaining 
foar. This he did, and in the result he was elected. The com- 
manity were then called back to the chapter-house, and the sub- 
prior, Thomas de Hckhill, in his own name and that of the other 
electors, and by their request, published the result to the rest of 
the brethren. At the same time they begged the confirmation of 
their choice from the presiding abbot ; he, having first made all the 
necessary inquiries and obtained the assent of the elect, approved 
the election. Upon this the Te Bevum was intoned, and, singing it, 
the community conducted the new abbot to the church, where he 
was first placed in the abbatial stall, and then, as a token of his 
jurisdiction and power to rule, the ropes of the bells were placed 
in his hand* After this all returned to the chapter-house, where 
the seal of his office was handed to him, and one by one the canons 
came and, kneeling before him, kissed his hand as a token of their 
obedience to him as their new superior (350). 

Lastly, in regard to these early documents, a series relating to 
Eggleston Abbey deserves some passing notice. It appears that 
some time between 1281 and 1287 a report gravely afiecting the 
character of tbe abbot of Eggleston was carried to the Abbot at 
Pr^montr^ and the other abbots of the Order assembled in General 
Chapter. They at once directed a commission of abbots to proceed 



to the abbey, and there, on the spot, to make a full inquiry into 
the charges (389). Acting in obedience to this order, the appointed 
commisBionere atwembled at Eggleston, where, after full and careful 
iniiniry, they declared the abbot entirely innocent of all the 
charges which had been made agaimit him. These they trace to a 
conspiracy of three unworthy canons, two of whom were sent to 
erpiate their offences in other monasteries (390j. Five other 
docnments of the same period (391-396) deal with a difficulty 
which had arisen at Eggleston between the abbot anil hia com- 
munity, and which had led to either the resignation or deposition 
of the superior, 'llie matter was taken up by Adam, abbot of 
Prfimontrf, who. some time about 1309, ordered that the abbot 
should be restored to office; but that if this were found to he 
impossible for any reason, then a place befitting his dignity 
should be assigned to him at Welbeck. Apparently this restoration 
was found on inquiry to he out of the question, and the alternative 
rse hail to be adopted. Difficulties, however, now arose on Iha 
part of the abbot of Welbeck, who not iinnaturally objected to 
receive the late abbot of Eggleston, because the community of 
that house refused to pay it proper pension for his support at 
Welbeck, and he had appealed on the matter to Premontrt;. The 
case dragged on till in 1313, when the abbot of Promontr6 gave 
full powers to the abbot of Newhou^^e ti-y settle the question of the 
late abbot's abode by placing him wherever he pleased. Upon 
this the abbot of Torre was commanded to take him into hia 
monastery. 

As ali'eady pointed out, the greater number of the documents 
here printed relate to Bishop Redman's own administration of 
the Order in England, as L'ouimisaary of the Abbot (ieneral of 
Premontrfi, from 1 178 till 1-305, the year of the bishop's death. 
These papers, with some few exceptions, are records of his visita- 
tions, which were made with praisewoithy regularity and evident 
ve. They clearly manifest his desire to maintain good disct})line 
in the hoaaes of his Order, and his determination to punish most 
VOL.

It fcbould be realised what these visitations really were. That 
thev we:*: not merrr formalities is obvious on the face of the 
iocumrnr.z : they were made at regular intervals ; and, considering 
the diftanoeh which had to be covered between the houses, they 
were carried o--t at great inconvenience to the bishop, and with no 
little phyficsJ lalxiur. After the formal opening of the inquiry 
in the chapter-bouse of the abbey the visitor made an address 
expLaining the meaning of visitations, the intention of the Church 
in inb-tit'-,t:ng them, and declared the strict obligation which was 
incumbent on all of making known to him anything which might 
appear to them in any way to call for his correction. The visitor 
then assumed during the time of his visit all the authority of the 
local abbot or gajierior, and one by one the members of the com- 
munity were called tr> him and separately questioned as to the state 
of the houi6e,as to their own lives, and as to what they knewaboat 
the religious observance of the community at large. Notes of what 
had subj^equently to be considered, and if necessary corrected, 
were kept for the personal guidance of the visitor, and these were 
generally known as the Gomperta of the inquiry. In the case of 
serious charges, a formal and legal inquiry was held ; the verdict 
of what was practically a jury, composed of the brethren of the 
religious incriminated, was taken, and judgment was given by the 
visitor in accordance with the finding. Then followed the publica- 
tion of the decrees of the visitation and their record in the register 
of the visitor. The inquiry was concluded, if necessary, by the 
punishment of those who might be found guilty of offences against 
the statutes of the Order. 
I So much with regard to the formal part of visitations, such as 

are recorded in the present volume. On the face of the docu- 
ments, which are the official records of the results, it is impossible 
for the most prejudiced mind not to admit that wrongdoing was 



nev(?r tolerated by the authorities, and that the punishments 
meted out were sutBciently drastic at least to prove their honesty of 
purpose. If wrongdoing existed, as unfortunately was the case ia 
some instances here recorded, we have proof positive that it waa 
not the result of the system, but took place in consequence of the 
degradation of human nature, which waa possible in monk and 
canon as in secular priest and layman, and iu spite of the 
strengthening assistance given in the religious life and all the 
checks furnished by rules and visitations. It religions fell, as 
sometimes they did, it was because they were human and, were 
carried away by tbeir passions, notwithstanding their helps and 
safeguards, just as a priest might make shipwreck, notwithstanding 
the grace of his ordination, or a layman in spite of the Christian 
Sacraments. At the same time, it must be remembered that the 
whole purpoBe of such visits was to detect and correct what was 
amiss, and not to record or praise the daily rou nd of service accord- 
ing to rule. Hence ordinarily only that which is irregular and 
blameworthy finds a place in visitation documents, and the rest, if 
it be normal and godlike, is passed over in silence, although in 
these special documents Bishop Redman not Infrequently bears 
tMtimony to the excellent state of this or that monastery. 

It will be readily admitted that it doea not require much art 
or knowledge, on the part of any would-be literary chiffonni^r 
routing among the records of the past, to fill up his basket with 
the soiled rags of frail humanity. But no one, who did not find a 
peculiar delight in bending over such garbage and so obscuring 
bis mental vision, could suppose that such a collection was histury. 
As well might we measure the moi-ality of the present day by the 
police cases and the annals of the divorce court, without taking 
into account numberless other considerations, which would cer- 
tainly mitigate the severity of any judgment we might, perhaps, 
be inclined to pass if we were to look only at the sordid details of 
modern life as revealed to us in the columns of the daily press. 

We are now in a position to make a brief examination of some 
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of the visitation documents during Bishop Redman's period of 
office here printed. These number over a hundred for the various 
abbeys dealt with in this part of the ' Specialia.' Taking a general 
survey in the first place, these reports may be arranged in regard 
to the general information they afford about the state of the 
various houses. In the case of no less than sixty-five of these 
visits Bishop Redman records that their general character, their 
tone, and their discipline, were * excellent,' or were so good that he 
found nothing of any serious nature to correct. He makes use of 
such expressions in their regard as the following : * Having made 
a strict inquiry, we have found that unity, charity, and peace reign 
in this community; and through the worthy government of the abbot, 
and the true and filial obedience of the religious, both the tem- 
poral and the spiritual affaii^s of the monastery are in a flourishing 
state ' (1 68) ; or, ' We have not found much to correct here, but 
by the prudent watchful care of the abbot all is well governed, to 
God's praise and the honour of our Order' (171); or again, in 
connection with Croxton : * Here, from the depositions of the 
brethren, our soul was rejoiced because we found nothing [to 
correct], since both outside and inside the monastery all things are 
fittingly arranged ' (348). Of some of the houses in this class the 
Bishop uses language, if somewhat less laudatory, yet sufficient to 
show that ^ religion was right well kept in them.' 

Beyond these first sixty-five, twenty of the other visitations 
may be regarded as satisfactory ; for, although in Bishop Redman's 
opinion there was much room for improvement in discipline, 
still they were untouched by the voice of scandal. In the case 
of St. Agatha's, for example, in 1497, he had to punish one of 
the canons, John Tanfield, for being absent from Prime without per- 
mission, and another for having left the enclosure to come and 
meet him when arriving for the visit. At the same place silence 
was not well kept, and there was too much going out of the dor- 
mitory between Compline and Prime, and the superior did not make 
it his first business to be at choir duties with the brethren (179). 



Another instance, and. as somi' may perliaps consider, a case of 
more serions levity, occurs in the visitation of Barlings in 1482. 
The abbot had been newly created, and so the state of discipline 
was not attributable to him. Bishop Redman found it necessary 
to enjoin the superior to see that women were excluded from the 
precincts of the monastery, especially any against whom there might 
be the slightest suspicion. The introduction of new fashions in 
the dresri of thi^ canons likewise troubles the mind of the visitor, 
especially the pitictice of using ' korkes and patans ' in place of 
the regulation sandals. The visitor adds that he finds ' the 
monastery possessed of a good reputation ' (206). 

The third, and hap[>ily very small, division of these visitation 
documents. I have called distinctly ' bod.' As an instance, the 
case of Eggleston in 1502 maybe cited. Bishop Redman was 
unable to make the visitation himself, and deputed two abbots to 
make it in his stead. He had heard that public rumour in the 
neighbourhood gave the place a bad name, which on inquiry the 
abbot's commissioners thought to be justified. Both on the part 
of the abbot and his subjects they ' detected,' or held to he proven, 
certain grave matters (enormia). What these were does not exactly 
appear, but irom the injunctions it is reasonable to conclude thiiC 
they were faults against good discipline rathiT than against 
common morality. They ordered the abbot, ■ on paiu of deposi- 
tion,' to ' reform his conduct," to co)Tcct his subjects properly, to 
attend to the common choir duties, and, 'as a good shepherd,' to 
watch over his flock lest it be ravaged by wolves. All were 
exhorted and ordered \o put an end to the quarrels which had 
existed in the house, and about which absolute silence was enjoined. 
Henceforth no boys are to be allowed in the common dormitory ; 
and, without the common consent of the community, no house or 
property of the abbey is to be leased or mortgaged. Finally, as 
the visitors were not able to obtain a satisfactory statement of 
accounts, they order a full and complete one to be made for thera 
within fourteen days (411). 
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Lastly, in this division of these visitations, according to the 
report given of the state of the house, there is one in which I have 
placed all those in which some gi*ave moral fault was detected in 
the course of the inquiry. These are twelve in number ; and if 
we include two cases where the inquiry into the facts was held 
over (245 and 281), they are fourteen. In four cases charges of 
immorality more or less grave were made against two individuals 
in a house (229, 304, 368, and 445). In all, then, during the 
last five-and-twenty years of the fifteenth century over which these 
visitations extend, the records show some sixteen cases of admitted 
or proved incontinency, and possibly two more doubtful cases. 
In this period no fewer than 1,806 canons presented themselves, 
including, of course, several occasions of different visitations, and 
were examined and interrogated by the visitor during his visita- 
tion. Of these 1,806, in the quarter of the century, eighteen at 
mo8tr«— that is, barely 1 per cent. — were charged with any crime 
whatsoever against morality. 

In four cases those accused of incontinence were able to 
establish their innocence. For example, a canon of Alnwick, 
named William Hynmers, was charged in the visitation of 1482 
. with perjury, dilapidation of the goods of his house by pledging 
what belonged to the church he served, and finally with crime 
conYBiitted with a woman named Moriota Cowper. Of this latter 
charge, says the record, ' he legally cleared himself,' but was found 
guilty of the other counts, and was punished by being sent to 
another monastery — namely, that of Dale— for the rest of his life 
(188). So, too, at Goverham, one of the canons was charged with 
the gravest fault, but denied it and established his innocence 
before his superior (312). So, once more, at Hales Owen, two 
cmnons were charged with crime; one was found guilty and 
punished, whilst the other, stoutly denying the accusation, de- 
manded a trial by six of his brethren, and in the event cleared 
himself (432). 

In r^ard also to those houses whei-e serious crimes were found 



to be proven, two things abonid in fairness lie borne in mind : first, 
that individuals only were implicated, and against the rest of the 
comnmnity nothijig whatever was alleged ; and, secondly, that 
those foinid guilty were punished with exemplary severity. To 
take one example: in his visitation made at Begham in 1491, 
Bishop Redman found one of the canons, Thomas Stndley, charged 
with incontinence. He denied the accusation, but although he was 
given the opportunity of proving his innocence he failed to do so, 
and was found guilty. 'Vhe Bishop sentenced him to forty days' 
fasting on bread and water, to be followed by three years' seclusion 
in the abbey of Newhouse. This last part of the punishment, 
however, was held over till the next Chapter, in the hope that by 
his good conduct he might purge liimself of his fault ; but on the 
understanding tliat, should he not keep his promises in the matter, 
he inhould be placed in perpetual confinement (255). This isafair 
sample of the punishment awarded to a delin(|uent of this nature, 
except that generally the culprit was actually sent at ottce to some 
other monastery for three, seven, or ten years, to live there without 
any of the rights belonging to a member of the community, and 
with the loss of what was known aw his " active and passive voice '— 
that iH, he could neither give his vote for any superior or official, 
or be chowen to any office, during the years of his punishment. In 
the face of these documents, then, it ia impossible to suggest that 
the superiors did in any way tolerate serious abuses ; for. on the con- 
trary, they endeavoured to prevent them by the sevei-e punishments 
tlipy dealt out in the individual cases where guilt was proved. 

As already pointed out, the visitations were mainly concerned 
with matters of discipline, some examples of which may now be 
given. The silence, which by rule had to be kept at certain times 
and in certain places, was a constant source of care to the visitor, 
and he is frequently enjoining more watchfulness on the part of 
superiors and more recollection of the rule on tie part of subjects 
(e.*7, 190, 192, 227, 231, &c.). The question of enclosure was also 
raised very frequently at the time of these visits. The canons were 
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often reminded of their obligation to keep within the limits of the 
abbey grounds, unless they had obtained the permission of their 
superior to leave them for any sufficient reason (e.g. 177, 458). 
The constant use of the word ' apostate,' applied to those who 
had broken this monastic regulation, shows undoubtedly the 
importance set upon this observance, which, with ' silence,' was 
regarded as among the claves relujimiis — ' the keys of the religious 
life ' ; but without a word of warning the meaning of the expression 
might be taken in altogether too serious a light. 

Bishop Redman evidently watched most carefully during the 
time he was making his visitations to detect anything like the 
beginning of an abuse. Sometimes he specially put into his i-ecord 
a note to the effect that although his attention had not been called 
to this or that small matter, he had himself noticed it, and desired 
that it should be corrected. At one abbey it is a question of dress 
(e.g. 206, 210, 212, 302); or the shape of the tonsure and the 
length of the hair (227, 237, &c.) ; or the introduction or omission 
of some ceremony in the church (e.g. 177, 195, 296, 297, &c.) ; at 
another it is some mistake that had been made in the public 
reading or the church ceremonial, which he cori*ects, and for 
which he assigns some such penance as the recitation of a few 
psalms in the cloister. 

On some matters the bishop was rightly severe. The spread- 
ing about of stories, for example (192) ; any disputing of the 
authority of the superior (247) ; talking over the affairs of the 
Order or discussing the proceedings of Visitations and Chapters 
with outsiders (298, 443) ; quarrels with brethren &c., are noted and 
corrected (254, 264, 307, &c.). In one case at Eggleston, a serious 
quarrel between two of the canons seems to have caused the death 
of one of them. The Bishop, although satisfied that the survivor 
was not morally guilty, nevertheless, to quiet public opinion, which 
X^ai high, punished him by forty days of fasting and seven years' 
reclusion in another monastery. As a probable consequence of 
this unfortunate mischance, in the same visitation Bishop Redman 



prohibits the using ul' long knives in the yirdifs of the brethren 
(408). 

The viaitation docnments here printed also reveal to ua the fnct 
that there were several of the monasteriea, at the close of the 
fifteenth century, where the uiat«nal boildinga were evidently much 
dilapidated. Thas at Beghani, in II-7S, the Bishop found the 
dormitory, kitchen, refectory, hall, and in fact all the tuoiiastic 
baildings, in urgent need of repair (252). So, too, at the same 
time, Blanchland was in great poverty and ite buildings were in 
ruins (278); the cloister of Durford was falling down (381), and 
it became necessary in 1 i94 to undertake the rebuilding of the 
whole of it (385). On the other hand, some of the siiperiors had 
been active in repairing and building new additions to their 
monasteries. In 1500, for I'xaniplf, the Bishop rt-cords 'elegant. 
additions to the church ' of Bileigh, 'and the n-paira done to its 
windows ' (270). At Coverham, also, in 1 191, the abbot had done 
so much in the way of repairs to the church and other portions of 
his houHe ' that,' sayw the vifitor, ' lie ought to Ije regarded really 
ae a new founder rather than as a meiv repairer ' (322), 

In otbei' docunienta we have indications of some of the cliurcli 
ceremonie.^, of the introduction of" new feasts {e.g. 351, 358, &a,), 
aud dii-ections as regai-ds others, as well an in reapect to the tra- 
ditional music, which Bishop Uedman i-e([uired to be rigidly 
adhered to. The minute details of all these things must neces- 
sarily Iw passed over ahnost unnoticed in this brief introductiou. 
Matins in some places was n difficulty— and we might add a natural 
difficulty — to the weak, and the visitor had to insist that all should 
rise at midnight and take their share in this part of their divine 
f^ervice (e.g. 192, 265, 307, &c). That he was not harsh in this 
matter, however, we leani fi-om the dispi-uaation, which he gave at 
Hagneby in 1491, to two canons, granting them ' by reason of ^e 
and infirmity ' a general permission to stav away fi-om the choir 
(121). 

Of the points of discipline corrected in thi' course of these 
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periodical visits the most serious would appear to be : (1) at 
Alnwick, in 1482, while the house was declared to be in a good 
state and nothing very wrong was * detected ' by the bishop's 
inquiry, he yet found that there was a practice springing up of 
giving the community ' a regular supper * on the Saturdays. No 
doubt the intention was good ; probably it was to secure for the 
brethren in this northern monastery some little additional strength 
for the Sunday labour. Bishop Redman strongly disapproved : it 
was against the custom of the Order and was to be stopped 
instantly (188). (2) StUl more objectionable in the eyes of Bishop 
Redman was the practice of allowing drinking (potationes) after 
Compline. He iSnds that several have taken to the practice at 
St. Agatha's, and as he considers ' many sicknesses are caused by 
it ' he forbids it, unless with permission, which is to be given with 
great caution (177). At Beauchief, those who drink in this way 
are unable to rise for the night offices (228), and at Blanchland 
the practice is also found to exist and is prohibited (290). 
(3) Attendance at 'spectacles' (247), hunting (282), games of 
chance for money (365) are all forbidden in different visitations as 
not proper to the life of a regular. So, too, is the practice of eating 
in houses within a league or so of the monastery (255, 365, 441). 

However, when the things to be observed and corrected are 
set down in the form of a catalogue, there does not appear to have 
been very much amiss afiyer all with the lives of the Premonstra- 
tensian canons at this time, especially when it is remembered that 
the life was in all conscience hard enough. It entailed rising at 
midnight ; long hours in the church ; much chanting and singing ; 
coarse food varied with much fasting; silence and the constant 
self-repression which life in the cloister, with perhaps unsym- 
pathetic superiors and uncongenial brethren, frequently entailed. 

Finally, in this Introduction it is well, perhaps, to note that 
these visitations were intended for superiors as much as for 
subjects ; and Bishop Redman shows his impartiality by frequently 
admonishing the abbots of neglected duties towards those under 



them. Tor example : at Beauchief, in H78, the Bishop finds that 
there are no proper choir stalls, and the abbot is warned to provide 
them as soon as possible (231). At Blancbland he is urged to 
increase the number of the community ; is reminded that it ia his 
duty to provide a washerwoman, a tailor, and a barber for the 
canODS (288) ; and, a few years later, he ia severely blamed for not 
having carried out this order (290). In only two cases, however, 
does there appear to have been any question as to the quality and 
quantity of the food supplied to the religious. At Dale, in 1478, 
there were some complaints, and the visitor was informed that 
this had been the occasion of much grumbling. Bishop Redman 
commands the superior to furnish fit and proper food and drink 
for his community (358). At Hales Owen, the same year, similar 
complaints were made at the visitation, especially about the bread, 
which was declared to be ' both too little in quantity and not made 
of wheat ' (432). 

Sufficient, and possibly more than safScient, has been said to 
give the reader some idea of the contents of the. documents printed 
in this volume. A short prScis of each paper, similar to those 
printed in the first volume, will be found in the present instalment 
of the work. It is, however, well to warn the reader that these 
notes do not pretend to give a full account of all contained in the 
documents ; they afford merely the briefest possible indication of 
their contents. 

I have only to add that the abbreviations adopted in Volume I. 
have beein maintained in iihis also, namely : — -
